HE assessors regret that the rate of taxation has been the 
highestever reached in the town. As an explanation of the 
fact, they would Say that the reason lies mainly in the follow- 
ing statement: In the spring of 1897, the town. having a 
large sum of borrowed money in the treasury, by a strong 
vote adopted a motion to use three thousand dollars of the 
Sun on hand to pay taxes for the current year, in preference 
to paying outstandiag notes with it, That action unquestion- 
ably lowered our taxes for that year. On the other side, while 
our taxes for 1897 would have been about the same as in 1894. 
yet we should have paid our notes and escaped the grant for 
debt and interest of six hundred and fifty dollars made in 189s.

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PRESENT CONDITION. 

Last year considerable attention was devoted to the re- 
organization of our schools, made imperative by the marked 
inerense in membership, and possible, for the first time, by the 
remodeled building. Tt has been onr purpose, during the year 
just closed, to develop the work of the schools along the lines 
then adopted and to introduce such new features as seemed 
consistent with our resources. 

It is creditable to teachers and pupils, alike, that the 
buildings and furnishings have been well cared for during the 
year, and that economy of supplies has been kept in mind to even 
a greater degree than in the preceding year. 

Reference to the statistics will readily show that the 
schools have been on the increase, until at this time they 
reach the greatest membership since the town was incorpo- 
rated; in comparison with the estimated population of the 
town, it will be seen that the proportion is greater than the 
recognized average of about one fifth,—amounting indeed to 
more than one fourth. 

‘All but one of the rooms in the Adams school are now 
taxed to their full seating capacity, extva furniture having 
been required in three rooms by the unexpected increase. 

Through the monthly teachers’ meetings, effort has been 
made to unify the working power of the schools and to extend 
the principles of education as represented in the thonght ex- 
pressed by the leaders in our work ; special attention has been 
directed to the idea among the pupils, that they are enjoying 
privileges in their school life for which they become indebted 
to the town and the state, hence are in honor bound to use 
this time to their best advantage. 

During the year, changes among the teachers have oc- 
curred as follows: In June, the resignations of Miss May B. 
Hamilton, Room 4, and Miss Lillian W. Kane, Zoom 2, Adams 
school, were tendered and accepted ; Miss Minna A. Morse of 
the Ellice school, Rockville, applied for transfer to Room 4, 
Adams school, and received the appointment, while Miss Alice

scholars; the work develops naturally from this to the inde- 
pendent reading of the upper grades, also forming the basis of 
much language work. As may be imagined, the work of one 
wuthor is not confined strictly to the grade where it is first 
met; for instance, the poetry of Longfellow is carried along 
in the fifth grade, while Irving is being studied for prose. 

Tt has been noticed that the acquaintance thus formed has 
already, in numerous cases, ripened into a friendship, and it 
is not uncommon for the pupils to call for the complete works 
of their poet, from the school library: suggestion and direction 
from the teacher, along this line, are of great importance. 
Some wise observer has added to the oft-quoted phrase, “A 
man is as old as he feels and a woman is as old as she looks,” 
that “A child is as old as he reads.’ The public school and 
the public library are very closely related, and it is a matter 
of eratification to know the efforts of the teachers to establish 
this relation in the minds of their scholars are meeting with 
some measure of success. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


A year ago announcement was made that the text-book 
used in connection with this subject was changed in the lower 
grades, from one quite out of harmony with the more modern 
ideas, to one of recent publication; in September, a corre- 
sponding change was made in the upper grades, and the in- 
ereased interest shown in the work of these classes amply 
justifies all claims of advantage, while the more practical re- 
sults are daily becoming more apparent.

The work in this subject has received special attention 
during the year; the study and representation of form, de- 
signing, illustrative sketching, and the study of pictures have 
been carried on in accordance with the requirements for the 
various grades. 
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three to the school is accountable for nineteen cases ; deduct 
these thirty-one cases from the number in the tabulated report 
and there still remains a number large enough to warrant all 
the comment here made. 

It is earnestly desired that requests for dismissal be with- 
held exeept for imperative cireumstances ; the parent who al- 
lows the child to absent himself from school, even for a part of 
the session, for the matter of personal pleasure, is doing more 
harm than will be balanced by the enjoyment to be gained in 
the time thus taken from school duties. A striking illustra- 
tion of this nature occurred on an afternoon when five absences 
and thirteen dismissals were accounted for by a birthday 
party. | Attention is directed to the new laws in regard to 
school attendance printed elsewhere in thisreport. It may be 
possible that if parents showed their interest in the school by 
more frequent visits, the children would feel an additional im- 
pulse for constant attendance and increased effort. 


VISITORS. 

To make any comment on this point means the repetition of 
the thought expressed in other reports, not only by myself, 
but by my predecessor. The fact still remains, however, that 
the cause for criticism and suggestion in this regard has not 
been removed. 

During the past year, the school committee haye made 
eighteen visits (one more than in the year before) while aside 
from those of the superintendent, not one half as many others 
have been granted us as in 1897. 

People should not shun the schoolroom except when it 
can furnish them entertainment; that is not the primary 
eause for which money is expended in this important depart- 
ment of the town’s and state’s welfare, yet it is on the days of 
Special exercises that we find the majority of visits. It does 
not seem right that the schools should be thus neglected, for 
here lies a duty that the parents owe to their children’s inter- 
ests, and one that should be grasped as a privilege rather, if 
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duly appreciated ; it also gives the parent and teacher the 
portunity to understand their common charge to greater ad- 
vantage by discussion and exchange of experiences; it ix fair

art was receiving special attention through the state; during 
this year, that work has gone on until at present, certain towns 
and cities have gained a reputation for the manner in which 
their pupils are being educated in this direction. Recognizing 
the value of such an influence in the schools, it has been spe- 
cially gratifying to find Opportunity for a start in this direc 
tion among our own pupils. 

The class graduating from the high school last June Rave a 
picture of N iagara Falls, and a friend contributed “The Bridge 
of Sighs” at the same time. During the fall term, the mem- 
bers of grade seven, Adams school, bought a likeness of their 
class author, Holmes, and grade eight furnished Lowell, whose 
works they are studying; an etching of a landscape view was 
given by one whose interest in the school is hereby publicly 
acknowledged. 

Members of the Evangeline Band of Mercy, Room 2, Adams 
school, subscribed for the picture of a dog and it has recently 
been hung in their room. The Ellice school, Rockville, won 
the prize picture,—«The Meadow,” by Dupré,—offered by the 
Grange, in the composition contest; that proved an incentive, 
and they now have tio other good works of art on their walls, 
namely, “The Angelus” and “The Gleaners,” both by Millet. 

During January of this year, the Adams school has been 
Very fortunate in gifts along this line; one friend has eontrib- 
uted a picture of “The Chariot Race” by Checa, and Mr. Rob- 
ert S. Atkins of Quiney, a former principal, has sent a picture 
entitled “Mother and Child, Morning” by Le Brun, thns show- 
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SUGGESTION. 

At the Adams school, it is desirable that a roof be built for 
the piazza at the west entrances and storm porches made for 
winter use at all the outside doors; this would make a great 
difference in keeping the halls warm, as well as lessening the 
danger from the slamming of the doors during the high winds; 
thongh now provided with checks, the doors blow with great 
force at times, and on several oecasions, the smaller children 
have been in danger of injury. 

Special attention must again be given the matter of accommo- 
dation for our schools for the coming year; that they should have 
increased in enrolment from 178 to 286, since the Adams 
school was remodeled is quite beyond all expectation or what 
would have been considered the probable development under 
our local conditions. 

Basing the estimate of class membership next year, upon 
full promotion, room 1 will have to seat sixty-three pupils, 
while it now has fifty-six seats; room 2 will have forty-three 
pupils, with present seating for thirty-six; room 3 will have 
fifty-three pupils, present accommodation for forty-nine; 
room 4 will have about fifty pupils, seating being adequate, 
though crowded. 

It would be possible to add seats in room 1 to meet the de- 
mand, though undesirable to do so; room 2 can be increased by 
four seats, leaving a required seating for three: room 3 has 
plenty of space to add other seats, if required, though it is not 
advisable to increase the number now in that room. 

What provision are we to make for these conditions? The 
problem confronts us and must be met. 

In suggesting a solution, I would state the possibilities open 
before us. Number one: To re-open the Grange Hall school, 
haying the primary class—entering in the fall—go there, thus 
allowing the present classes to remain in the rooms they now 
oceupy, though being advanced a grade, as usual. A serious 
objection to this plan would be the change in work for each 
teacher below the eighth grade. It might be possible to have 
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Shall be employed in any work performed for wages or other compen- 
sation. to whomsoever payable, during the hours when the public 
schools of the town or city in which he resides are in session, nor be 
employed at any work before the hour of six o'clock in the morning or 
after the hour of seven o'clock in the evening. 

Sect. 2. No child under sixteen years of age shall be employed in 
any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment unless the person 
or corporation employing him procures and keeps on file and accessible 
to the truant officers of the town or city, and to the district police and 
inspectors of factories, an age and schooling certificate as hereinafter 
prescribed, and keeps two complete lists of all such children employed 
therein, one on file and one conspicuously posted near the principal en- 
trance of the building in which such children are employed, and also 
keeps on file a complete list, and sends to the superintendent of schools, 
or, where there is no superintendent, to the school committee, the 
names of all minors employed therein who cannot read at sight and 
write legibly simple sentences in the English language. 

Secr. 3. An age and schooling certificate shall be approved only 
by the superintendent of schools or by a person authorized by him in 
writing, or, where there is no superintendent of schools, by a person 
authorized by the school committee: provided, that no member of a 
school committee or other person authorized as aforesaid shall have 
authority to approve such certificate for any child then in or about to 
enter his own employment, or the employment of a firm or corporation 
of which he is a member, officer or employee. The person approving 
the certificate shall have authority to 2dminister the oath provided for 
therein, but no fee shall be charged therefor. 

Secr. 4. An age and schooling certificate shall not be approved un- 
less satisfactory evidence is furnished by the last school census, the 
certificate of birth or baptism of such child, the register of birth of 
such child with a town or city clerk, or in some other manner, that 
such child is of the age stated in the certificate. 

Seer. 5. The age and schooling certificate of a child under sixteen 
years of age shall not be approved and signed until he presents to the 
person anthorized to approve and sign the same an employment ticket 
as hereinafter prescribed, duly filled out and signed. A duplicate of 
each age and schooling certificate shall be filled out and shall be kept 
on file by the school committee. Any explantory matter may be print- 
ed with such certificate in the discretion of the school committee or 
superintendent of schools. The employment ticket and the age and 
schooling certificate shall be separately printed, and shall be filled out, 
signed, and held or surrendered, as indicated in the following forms :—

Eyery person auth- 
orized to sign the certificate prescribed by section five of this act who 
knowingly certifies to any materially false statement therein shall bs 
fined not more than fifty dollars. 

Seer. 8. Trnant officers may visit the factories, workshops and 
mercantile establishments in their several towns and cities and ascer- 
tain whether any minors are employed therein contrary to the provis- 
sions of this act, and they shall report any cases of such illegal employ- 
ment to the school committee and to the chief of the district police, or 
to the inspector of factories for the district. Inspectors of factories and

Cuaprer 496.—An Act relative to school attendance and 
truancy. 


Section 1. Eyery town and city shall maintain for at least thirty- 
two weeks in the year a sufficient number of schcols for the instruction 
of all the children who may legally attend a public school therein. 
Such schools shall be taught by teachers of competent ability and good 
morals, and shall give instruction in orthography, reading, writing, the 
English language and grammar, geography, arithmetic, drawing, the 
history of the United States, physiology and hygiene, including special 
instruction as to the effect of alcoholic drinks and of stimulants and 
narcotics on the human system, and good behavior. Bookkeeping, al- 
gebra, geometry, one or more foreign languages, the elements of the 
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natural sciences, kindergarten training, manual training, agriculture, 
Sewing, cooking, yocal music, physical training, civil government, 
ethics and snch other Subjects as the school committee deem expedient, 
may be tanght in the pnblic schools. 

Secr. 2. Every city and every town of five hundred families or 


ty either of the Commonwealth or of the United States shall, and any 
other town muy, maintain a high school, adequately equipped, to be 
kept by a Principal and such assistants as may be needed, of competent 
ability and good morals, who shall give instruction in such subjects 
designated in section one as it may be deemed expedient to teach in the 
high school, and in such additional subjects as may be reqnired for the 


schools and colleges. Snch high school shall maintain one or more 
courses of study, at least four years in length, and shall be kept for the 
benefit of all the inhabitants of the town or city, forty weeks at least, 
exclusive of vacations, in each year. A town may if it chooses meet 
only a portion of the foregoing requirements in its own high school : 
Provided, that it shall make adequate provisions for meeting the rest of 
said requirements in the high school of another town or any city. 

Secr. 3. Any town of less than five hundred families or household- 
ers in which a public high school or a school of corresponding prade is 
not maintained shall pay for the tnition of any child who resides in 
said town and who attends the high school of another town or city, 


child furnished with snch tuition, if the parent or guardian has paid 
for the same, and otherwise to the town or city furnishing the same, 
in an action of contract. No member of the school committee of a 
town in which a public high school or a school of corresponding grade 
is not maintained shall refuse to approve the attendance of any child 
residing in such town in the high school of some other town or city if 
Such child has completed the course of instruction Provided by the 
former town, and, in the opinion of the superintendent of schools or the 
school committee of said former town, is properly qualified to enter 
such high school. If the school committee of such town refuses to grant 
Such approval such town shall be liable for the tuition of such child, in 
the same manner and to the same extent as if the parent or guardian of 
such child had obtained the approval of the school committee. Any 
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' town not maintaining a public high school or a school of corresponding 
| grade, but affording high school instruction by sending pupils to other 
towns, may pay the necessary transportation expenses of such pupils. 

Secor. 7. Every child shall have the right to attend the public schools 
in the town or city in which his parent or guardian has a legal resi- 
dence, or in which the child himself actually resides, subject to such 

. reasonable regulations as to the numbers and qualifications of pupils to 
be admitted to the respective schools, and as to other school matters, as 
the school committee shall from time to time prescribe. No child shall 
be excluded from a public school of any town or city on account of race, 
color or religion. 

Sror. 8. When a child for the sole purpose of attending school there 
resides in a town or city other than that of the legal residence of his 
parent or guardian, the parent or guardian of such child shall be liable 
to pay said town or city for the tuition of such child while attending 
school in said town or city a sum eqnal to the average expense of such 
school per pupil during the year next preceding, for a period equal to 
the time during which the child so attends, unless the town or city 
where the parent or guardian resides is required by section three of this 
act to pay for said tuition. For the tuition in the public schools in any 
town or city of any child between the ages of five and fifteen years who 
shall be placed elsewhere than in his own home by the state board of 
lunacy and charity, or by the trustees of the Lyman and industrial 
schools, or kept under the control of either of said boards in said town 
or city, the Commonwealth shall pay to said town or city, and for such 
tuition of any such child so placed by the trustees for children of the 
city of Boston, or so kept under the control of said trustees, the city of 
Boston from its appropriation for school purposes shall pay to said town 
or city the sum of fifty cents for each week of five days, or major part 
thereof, of attendance of every such child in the public schools. For 
the transportation to and from a publicschool of any child whose tuition 
is payable by the Commonwealth or by the city of Boston under the 
provisions of this section the Commonwealth or the city of Boston, as 
the case may be, shall pay to the town or city furnishing such transpor- 
tation, for each week of five days or major part thereof, a sum equal to 
the average amount per child paid by said town or city per week for 
the transportation of children to and from school over the route by 
which such child is conveyed. Settlements of the accounts of the sev- 
eral towns and cities with the Commonwealth and with the city of Bos- 
ton under this act shall be made annually on the first day of April, and 
the amounts found due shall be paid within three months thereafter. 
The money received by said towns aud cities under the provisions of 
this section shall be applied to the support of schools.

No child who is a member of a household in which a person 
is sick with smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles, or of a house- 
hold exposed to contagion from a household as aforesaid,shall attend any 
public school during such sickness or until the teacher of the school has 
been furnished witha certificate from the board of health of the town or 
city,or from the attending physician of such sick person, stating in a case 
of smallpox, diphtheria or scarlet fever, that a period of at least two 
weeks, and in a case of measles a period of at least three days, has 
elapsed since the recovery, removal or death of such person, aud that 
danger of the conveying of such disease by such child has passed. 

Secr, 12. Every child between seven and foarteen years of age shall

The school committees of all towns and cities shall annual 
ly ascertain and record the names, ages and such other information as 
may be designated by the state board of education, of all persons be- 
tween five and fifteen years of age, and of all minors over fourteen 
years of age who cannot read at sight and write legibly simple sentences 
in the English language, residing in their respective towns and cities on 
the first day of September, and such record shall be completed on or be- 
fore the first day of October. The first census under the provisions of 
this section shall be taken in the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
nine. Whoever has under his control a minor over five years of age 
and withholds information in his possession sought by a school commit- 
tee or its agents relating to the items required to be ascertained by this 
section, or falsifies in regard to the same, shall forfeit and pay a fine of 
not more than fifty dollars. 

Seer. 19. * + * ‘In reckoning the average membership and 
the percentage of attendance in the schools no pupil’s name shall be 
omitted in counting the number of persons belonging to the school and 
the number of absences of such persons, until itis known that such 
pupil has withdrawn from the school without intention of returning, or, 
in the absence of such knowledge, until ten consecutive days of absence 
have been recorded; but nothing in this provision for computing the 
average membership and the percentage of attendance shall be con- 
strued to invalidate procedure against habitual truants, absentees or 
school offenders, or other persons, as provided in sections twenty-four 
to twenty-six inclusive and section thirty-one of this act. A pupil who 
is not present during at least half of a session shall Ie marked and 
connted as absent for that session. 

Seer. 24. Every habitual truant, that is, every child between seven 
and fourteen years of age who wilfully and habitually absents himself 
from school contrary to the provisions of section twelve of this act, up- 
on complaint by a truant officer, and conviction thereof, may be com- 
mitted, if a boy, toa connty truant school for a period not éxceeding 
two years, and if a girl, to the state industrial school for girls, unless 
such child is placed on probation as provided in section twenty-eight of 
this act. 

Secr. 25. Every habitual absentee, that is, every child between sev- 
en and sixteen years of age who may be found wandering about in the 
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streets or public places of any town or city of the Commonwealth, hay- 
ing no lawful occupation, habitually not attending school, and growing 
up in idleness and ignorance, npon complaint by a truant officer or any 
other person, and conviction thereof, may be committed, if a boy, at the 
discretion of the court, toa county trnant school for a period not ex- 
ceeding two years, or to the Lyman school for boys, and. if a girl, to 
the state industrial school for girls, unless sach child is plaezd on pro- 
bation as provided in section twenty-eight of tunis act. 

Sect. 26. Every habitnal school offender, that is, every child ander 
fourteen years of age who persistently violates the Teasonable regnia- 
tious of the school which he attends, or otherwise persistently mishe- 
haves therein, so as to render himeelf a fit subject for exclusion there- 
from, upon complaint by a truant officer, and conviction thereof, may 
be committed, if a boy, at the discretion of the court, toa county troant 
school for a period not exceeding two years, or to the Lyman school for 
boys, and, if a girl, to the state industrial school for #irls, unless such 
child is placed on probation as proyided in section twenty-eight of this 
act. 

SEcT. 31. Any person having under his control a child between sev- 
en and fourteen years of age who fails for five day sessions or ten half 
day sessions within any period of six months while under such control, 
to cause such child to attend school as required by section twelve of this 
act, the physical or mental condition of such child not being such as to 
tender his attendance at school harmful or impracticable, upon com- 
plaint by a truant officer, and conviction thereof, shall forfeit and pay 
a fine of not more than twenty dollars. Any person who induces or at- 
tempts to induce any child to absent himself unlawfolly from school, 
or employs or harbors while school is in Session any child absent nnlaw- 
fully from school, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not more than fifty 
dollars. 

Sect. 34. The truant officers of towns and cities shall inquire into 
all cases arising under sections eleyen, twelve, twenty-four to twenty- 
six inclusive and thirty-one of this act, and may make complaints, serve 
legal processes, and carry into execution judgments thereunder, They 
shall perform the duties of oversight of children placed on probation as 
may be required of them under section twenty-eight of this act. A 
truant officer of any town or city may apprehend and take to school, 
without warrant, any truant or absentee found wandering about in the 
Streets or public places thereof. 

Secor. 87. This act shall take effect on the first day of September, in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight.
